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The  Highways,  Sewerage  and  Public  Health 
Committees  deal  with  the  majority  of  Public 
Health  Matters  although  a  seperate  Water 
Committee  and  Parks  and  Playing  Fields 
Committee  deal  with  water  supplies  and 
swimming  baths*

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  1962. 

During  the  past  decade  the  population  has  increased  by  1Of0  - 
from  2056  to  2250  and  the  number  of  habitable  dwellings  has  gone  up  from 
577  to  666.  The  Council  have  undertaken  a  substantial  improvement  to 
the  sewage  system,  extended  and  improved  the  open  air  swimming  pool  and 
provided  an  attractive  and  efficient  cafe  to  serve  the  users  of  the  park. 
For  so  small  a  community  this  represents  a  substantial  achievement  and 
a  service  to  a  population  extending  far  outside  the  boundaries  of  the 
Urban  District* 

During  the  decade,  births  have  increased  from  18  to  32,  whilst 
deaths  ciso  have  increased  from  34  to  46  -  a  remarkably  parallel  state 
but  one  which ,  nevertheless  suggests  am  increase  in  young  people  in  the 
Spa’s  population. 

Infectious  disea.se,  once  a  major  scourge,  hen  for  many  years 
declined  under  the  double  pronged  attack  of  improving  environmental 
hygiene  and  specific  immunization. 

There  remains  one  disease  of  which  the  major  cause  is  well  known 
but  which  resists  orthodox  public  health  attack  -  lung  cancer.  Air 
pollution  on  the  grand  scale  oy  factories  can  be  controlled  and  perhaps 
eventually  a.lmost  eliminated.  Meanwhile ,  the  tobacco  neurosis, 
maintained  by  the  affluent  society  and  the  vast  suns  spent  on 
advertizing  cigarettes,  allows  young  children  of  junior  school  age  to 
acquire  the  smoking  habit,  unchecked  by  the  traditionally  firmer  "home 
oiscipline  of  earlier  gene re.t ions.  It  is  noticeable  that  few  persons 
smoko  when  both  hands  are  occupied  and  it  is  probable  that  habitual 
under-employment  contributes  as  much  to  the  smoking  habit  as  any 
specific  addiction. 

Another  disease,  far  more  widespread  than  lung  cancer,  and  also 
amendable  to  preventive  action,  is  dental  caries.  Uoodha.ll  water  is 
from  a  sandy .  -upland  and  contains  only  a  tiny  fraction  of  the  fluoride 
needed  to  maintain  healthy  teeth.  Few  areas  in  Lindsey  do  have  adequate 
fluoride  in  their  water  and  the  matter  is  being  actively  taken  up  by 
the  County  Council.  It  is  an  urgent  matter  for  the  dental  profession 
freely  admit  that  they  cannot  train  enough  new  dentists  to  rcpla.ce 
those  lost  to  the  profession  by  retirement,  etc.,  whilst  the  ra.te  of 
decay  exceeds  the  capacity  of  the  dentists  to  deal  with  it.  This, 
apart  from  the  unavoidable  fact  that  a  repaired  tooth,  even  though  it 
may  last  many  years,  is  not  quite  so  good  as  a  truly  health  tooth  I 
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I  cannot  conclude  those  introductory  remarks  without ,  as  usual 
acknowledging  with  gratitude  the  help  of  the  Members,  Officers  and 
Staff  of  the  Council.

^The  fantastic  rise  in  vaccinations  and  re -vaccinations  reflects  the 
P  niic  among  the  public  as  tlx;  result  of  the  outbreaks  of  smallpox  during 
the  early  months  of  the  year,  in  Bradford,  Birmingham  and  South  7/ale s , 
Efforts  were  made  to  avoid  unnecessary  vaccination  and  several  persons 
were  vaccinated  from  each  single  dose  tube,  thus  conserving  the  National 
reserve  of  lymph,  A  gift  of  lymph  from  Argentina  was  most  welcome  and 
being  coloured  blue,  showed  up  readily  on  the  skin,  thus  facilitating 
its  efficient  use,  ^ 

For  Poliomyelitis  protection,  oral  vaccine  has  almost  completely 
replaced  the  injections  of  salk  vaccine,  being  more  acceptable  to 
children,  easier  to  administer,  and  i-xrobably,  much  more  long  lasting 
in  its  effectiveness.
